Orion of the Orient line had 
tak en off 400 p assegers and the 
Viceroy of India, the remainder. 
Reu ters’ (British news agency ) 
Lisbon corresp ondent said the 
16 ,48 4-ton Doric was not seriou s­ 
ly damaged. 
He rep orted the sea calm and 
the rescu e accomp lished withou t 
difficu lty . 
The trim new Orion tu rned its 
maiden v oy age into a rescu e ex ­ 
p edition, being the first to re­ 
sp ond to the Doric’s SOS. 
The v ictory of India, a crack 
ship of the P. and O. line, had 
recently been withdrawn 
from 
the London Bombay line to mak e 
sev eral “first class" cru ises in the 
M editerranean and Sou th Atlan­ 
tic waters. It is G reat B ritain’s 
first all-electric ship , 19,700 tons. 
Cap tain A. C. Greig, command­ 
er of the Doric, took the helm of 
the ship last Ap ril after serv ices 


with the Cu nard comp any since 
1906. Last Febru ary , when he 
commanded the Au rania, he was 
p resented with a silv er cu p by 
the Norwegian 
gov ernment 
in 
recognition of the 
heroism 
of 
himself and his crew du ring a t­ 
temp ts to rescu e v ictims of the 
Sisto, which fou ndered in mid- 
Atlantic last December. 
Greig serv ed as staff cap tain 
of the Aq u itania, Berengaria and 
M au retania and then command­ 
ed the Au Tania nd the Au lonia 
before becoming sk ip p er of the 
Doric.

INCREAS ES -MAY BE 1,000

“Words cannot describe

horrible disaster,” Mooty said in 
a telegram to the gov ernor.

This lev y , which will raise an 
estimated su m of $113,8 93 nex t 
y ear, is a fou r-cent decrease 
from the p resent rate. 
A bu dget calling for $1 0 0 ,445 
for the cou nty highway dep art­ 
m ent nex t y ear was ap p rov ed by 
the cou ncil. This su m, howev er, 
is not raised by tax ation bu t is 
m et by the state gasoline tax . 
Only $2,8 95 was lop p ed off by ^ 
the cou ncil from the 1936 bu dgets 
su bmitted by v ariou s cou nty de­ 
p artm ents. Since su ch a small 
redu ction was made in the bu dg­ 
ets it was fou nd th a t it was 
hardly adv isable to lower the 
p rop osed tax rate. 
The 1936 cou nty lev y , howev er, 
is su bject to fu rther rev isions at 
the hands of the cou nty tax 
board which conv enes Sep tember 
16. 
Ap p rop riations were granted 
as ask ed for in most cases bu t 
some req u ests for money were 
rejected by the cou ncil. 
The cou ncil ap p rop riated the 
su ms sou ght by the cou nty clerk 
in the following dep artm ents: 
$1,8 40 for clerk ’s salary , $40 0 for 
p er diem of clerk in cases v en- 
u ed to cou nty , and $25 for rep air 
and rep lacement. The following 
alterations were made in the 
clerk ’s bu dget: 
salary of first 
dep u ty from $1,000 to $900, cloth­ 
ing for insane from $600 to $30 0 
and other op erating ex p enses 
from $1,240 to $1,020. The clerk ’s 
req u est for $60 for fees p ay able 
to clerk was not granted. 
Ap p rop riations to the cou nty 
au ditor were made as req u ested 
on the following items: salary of

TRUE TO FORM 
The Ru ssian rep ly to the sharp p rotest of the 
United States gov ernment concerning Sov iet 
Comfciu nistic activ ity in this cou ntry constitu tes 
another notable ex amp le of the d u p licity of the 
U. S. S. R. 
On many occasions, the Ru ssian gov ernment 
has d em onstrated its insincerity and selfish aims 
toward this cou ntry as it has toward other im ­ 
p ortant nations. 
The Red regime has v iolated the sp irit as well 
as the sp ecific terms of the agreement and p rom­ 
ises which were a p art of the p act which inau g­ 
u rated the official recognition of Ru ssia by this 
cou ntry . 
Promises of rich trad e and friend ly relations of 
m u tu al benefit hav e long ago gone glimmering. 
One of the most im p ortant p rov isions of the w rit­ 
ten agreem ent to the effect th a t there wou ld be 
no effort on the p art of the Sov iet to bring any 
internal p ressu re in this cou ntry against ou r p o­ 
litical and social stru ctu re throu gh su bv ersiv e 
channels. This p rov ision has been continu ally 
v iolated and was brou ght to a climax at the re­ 
cent meeting of the Commu nist Internationale 
in Ru ssia, where resolu tions were ad op ted for 
p lans for greater internal activ ity in the United 
States. 
This action brou ght forth the emp hatic p rotest 
which was rejected by Ru ssian officials. They 
Claimed no p art in the Commu nist Internation­ 
ale and no control ov er its actions althou gh it is 
d efinitely established th at the Sov iet gov ernment 
and this organization are so closely allied th at 
they are almost one and the same. 
Fu rther action by ou r gov ernment has not y et 
been annou nced , althou gh something will u n­ 
d ou bted ly hav e to be d one. Ru ssia has alread y 
gained the moral p restige th at was to be had 
throu gh the re-establishm ent of d ip lomatic re­ 
lations. 
We hav e gained nothing bu t emp ty 
p romises, brok en p led ges and greater commu n­ 
istic activ ity in ou r cou ntry . We can d o nothing 
abou t the p romises and p led ges ex cep t refrain 
from being gu llible enou gh to listen to more, bu t 
we can d efinitely cu rtail the commu nistic ac­ 
tiv ity and rebu k e Ru ssia by break ing off rela­ 
tions again, remaining in th at statu s toward the 
Sov iet u ntil it learns the ru les of international 
sincerity and fair p lay . 


COMMUNITY BUILDERS NEEDED 
So many towns and cities are named after 
men. Why ? 
Becau se the men thu s honored hav e d one some­ 
thing for the good of the commu nity , hav e left 
something behind so th at their nam e will not be 
forgotten, hav e p erformed a p u blic serv ice th a t 
will benefit child ren y et u nborn. 
They d id not liv e their liv es in v ain. They ap ­ 
p reciated " the fact th a t they were not p u t here 
on earth to liv e a selfish life, to hoard whatev er 
wealth they chanced to accu mu late, bu t th a t if 
fortu ne fav ored them, it was their d u ty to share 
it with others less fortu nate.

We need men and women who are willing to 
giv e for the benefit of ev ery one, who hav e enou gh 
p rid e in their home town th a t they will mak e 
some sacrifice for it in a su bstantial way . *
